ounfos- tlia!  ii-i  magnituih'  impivsses  ihe  mind  still  more  fully  during  subsequent 
inspections.  It  i^  very  dilHcult  to  reali^ie  cleai  ly  in  the  mind  what  it  is  to  drive  for 
twenty  miles  through  erop.s  of  wlieat,  oats,  and  tl  i.k,  extending  as  far  as  Iho  eye  can 
vi  iich".  One  piece  of  wheat  we  Ciirefully  examined  measured  1500  acrea.  It  had  been 
sown  in  two  dayn,  and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  much  of  it  cirried  tliirty-five  bushels 
per  acre  of  n.agnificent  wheat,  wliicli  under  th(-  bright  Canadian  fsiiii  waved  like  a 
golden  sea.  'J'lie  working  power  0!i  the  faim  oonsirited  of  180  hoi'.ses  and  l.'^O  men  ; 
these,  witli  o;  sell-binding  reapers,  re])r(!.-;ented  a  j)ower  to  cut,  bind,  and  trtock  80U 
acres  per  day,  each  binder  ending  16  acre.-j  daily.  This  power  is  no  arranged  that 
Within  twelve  ^hiyr,  th"  whole  of  the  wlieat  and  oats  cati  be  cut,  and  the  spring  .sowiiig" 
of  the  wheat  and  oats  was  also  arranged  so  that  it  could  be  completed  m  ten  days. 
It  appears  alni<'.-t  fabiilou.s  to  talk  01  SOOor  1,000  acres  of  wiieat  being  sown  on  a 
tiinglo  d*y,  and  yet  tliis  only  re])re-ents  what  was  done  on  th;s  farm  in  the  spring  of 
188-1.  Every  tiirmer  will  see  the  great  advantages  wliicli  nm.st  result  from  the  spring 
sowing  being  prnnn.t'y  coinnlelod.  TIktc  is  one  level  start  the  growth  i'?  even 
throiigliont,  iiii'i  I'ipening  is  liKely  t<)  follow  ;vith  equal  regularity. 


Wo  drove  nil!  to  see  the  hay-making  arrangements,  whicli  were  being  carried  on 
whilst  ihfy  well'  waiting  for  the  corn  to  be  ready  for  harvesting,  and  here  we 
found  from  1.200  to  1,400  tons  of  liay  being  secured.  Here,  again,  the  work  wa.s 
simplicity  It-elf,  for  the  natural  gras.s  of  certain  tiarts  of  the  unbroken  prairie 
having  been  cut  by  mowing  machines,  wa.s  allowed  lu  lie  on  the  surface — on  the 
a\eragt>  four  or  five  hours-— and  then  tlie  horse  rakes  gatliered  it  for  the  men  to 
load  on  tiie  waggons  and  send  to  the  stack.     In  making  the  hcv-ricks.  care  wa.s

The  Coloni-'.ation  scl  einf,  now  bein^' carried  OMit  by  Major  Full,  possesses  one 
Marked  peculituity,  lor  •.hi'. area  of  rlie  fai'in  represents  *)|,0()0  acres,  or  100  square 
miles,  the  wiiolc  of  wiiich  lies  within  its  own  continuous  bouiKhi-y.  I'iiere  is  no 
intervening^  hind,  e.\i;<  pt  one  square  mile  t^iven  up  for  tb.r  town  of  Iri'.lian  ilead,  tind 
f-or  Hie  line  of  railwnv  whieh  passes  throu.^h  tlie  centre  of  the  farm.  In  May,  IS82, 
.\Iaj(.ir  J3<  11  had  free  scope  for  the  selection  of  this  unbroken  block  of  land,  ft  wivs 
thi'U  200  miles  from  the  nearest  railway  station,  ft,  is  a  i-urious  fact,  illustrative 
of  the  rapid  development  of  th.'  ranudian  North-West,  tiiat  his  men  ami  team--,  with 
their  various  requirements  for  estabiishinjj;  themselves  on  the  selected  lands,  took 
five  weeks  in  journeying  from  Brandon  to  their  dcstinatioim ;  and  vet  within  one 
month  of  their  arrival  there.  Major  Hell  went  back  to  Winnipeg  in  a  steeping  car  on 
lb*  Canadian  Pacnfic  Railway.

.Vfter  completing  inv  inspe'itioii  of  the  Ueli  Farm.  I  (irooeeiled  to  sec  iii(>  latid.s 
whicli  arc  as.sociated  with  tho  lovely  \allfy  of  the  Qu'Appelle  River.  The  ni.mo  has 
Tio  doubt  been  givpn  to  it  in  conseipienco  of  its  frecpient  "echoes,"  and  'hi.-,  reply, 
qu'apiK'lle  (who  calls  ?),  Mifrgests  the  natiinil  results  of  many  an  amusing  incident. 
(^)^  tho  lirst  day  f  drove  through  the  fertile  lauds  east  and  north  of  the  Bell  Farm, 
reaching  Fort  Qu'Appelle  in  Mie  evening.  We  first  passed  through  the  Pheasant, 
I'lains,  wliich  are  remarkabk.  for  their  productive  powers  and  g-eat  agricultura! 
cipabilities.  F  visited  here  sone  skilful  ami  enterprising  farmers  who  had  eonu'  up 
fr  >m  Ontario,  ami  who  lu...i  secured  a  well-deserved  success.  Messrs.  McRae  and 
Williani'^'on  had  -elected  jt  fine  (r,".ct  of  land,  well  adajited  for  mixed  farming,  and 
here  [on  August  28ili,  1884,]  tlie  harvest  was  in  full  swing,  and  the  average  yield  of 
wheat  was  not  less  than  35  biish^'ls  per  acre,  whilst  on  ."^OC  acres  there  were  fully  40 
bushels  per  acre,  'i'his  larr.er  produce  was  in  some  measure  due  to  the  system  of 
iillage.  M.ijor  Rt  II  enusiders  it  tno'^t  eiionomic  I  to  break  the  prairie  thin — say  three 
iaohes — iiiid  leave  the  tm'f  thus  ploughed  up  exposed  to  the  winter  frost,  so  that  it 
an  be  shaken  to  pieces  in  the  spring  by  the  ai;itating  harrow  going  before  thesceder. 
On  the  other  hami  the  mor-^  usual  [iractiee  is  t."  "  break  "  the  land  as  already  stated, 
and  after  two  or  three  mGiifh-^,  when  the  turf  appears  to  bo  dead  and  ready  to 
'•rniiible,  the  turf  and  two  or  three  inches  of  soil  are  "  back-set"  by  the  plough  and 
allowed  to  lie  for  the  winter.  Major  Hell  ajipears  to  admit  tlie  fact  of  this  better 
Mtltivation  being  often  p- jferal'le,  hit  claims  that  it  does  not  suit  his  arrangenient-s 
ut  the  Hell  Farm.  In  any  case  the  more  cotnplete  tillage  in  ttio  presort  instance 
Contributed  to  an  earlier  har\e~t  and  a  larger  produce  per  acre.

THF    INDIAN'??, 


During  my  .stay  at  Fort  Qu'App' lie,  I  visited  soni'-  of  ihe  fu  lian  tribc8,  and 
;  may  perhajjs  be  oonveiiient  to  make  some  referi;ii':e  to  the;*:'  people  at  this 
jiuint,  as  many  per.ion.s  are  somewhat  anxious  about  tiiem,  and  iiav>-  exceiidingly 
V  iLMic  ideas  as  to  their  conduct  in  refereiu-e  to  settlers.  It  should  be  rememhored 
ihat  only  a  I'evv  years  back  the  North- Wcr-'t  territories  nf  Canada  constituted  tlie 
v'l'rat  liunting  grounds  of  various  Indian  tribes,  vvho  disp.ised  of  their  furs  and 
'"'hor  products  of  the  cliase  to  the  lludson'.s  Hay  Company,  exvihauging  them  for 
food  aupfilies,  clothing  and  otlier  necessaries  of  life.  At  various  times  treaties  have 
been  made  with  the  sevt-ral  tribes  of  Indians,  and  definite  tracts  of  land  liave  been 
iCscrved  for  their  exclusive  nsi-,  and  certain  payments-  ni  casli  and  fjod  supplies 
■u-e  nuide  to  them  as  ctmpensation  for  ha\ing  surrendered  their  rights  in  all  other 
iiids.  The  tenn^  of  these  contracts  have  been  clearly  understood  by  tiie  Indians, 
•Old  thus  fair  and  equitable  arrangemems  have  been  made  with  vviucli  tney  are 
thoroughly  satistied.  limier  ihefje  treaties  the  chief  of  each  tribe  is  entitiedto  23 
dollars  (i.'5)  annually,  the  four  headmen  orconnci!  to  15  dollars  (Jt;3i  -"ach,  and  all 
(hi'  re--t — men,  uM.unen  and  cliildren — receive  5  <i()llars  (£] )  each,  in  addition  to 
iiiis,  regular  rations  of  food  are  served  out,  and  any  Indian  desirous  of  iearnina  a 
'rade  is  aided  liy  the  Crovernment  in  doing  so.  Impioved  farm  implements  aiel 
stock  are  yiiveii  t!;"in  to  assist  in  their  culture  of  tlie  soil.

T'ney  generally  reside  upon  their  Reserves,  but  some  wander  away,  especially 
(■ivvards  ihe  railway  stations,  These  Indians  repre^enl  the  idle  and  nn)st  degraded 
specimens  c*'  the  race,  lience  they  should  be  regaided  a>  very  unworthy  renve- 
-entatives  of  the  tribes.  Taking  the  Indians  as  a  class,  it  may  he  fairly  stated  that, 
with  the  exception  of  being  guilty  of  occasional  small  thefts,  they  are  a  perfectly 
liurmless  people,  recognizing  the  supremacy  of  the  law,  and  rendering  to  it  a 
jja-sive  obedience.  The  squaws  often  work  v  ry  cheerfully  for  tlie  settlers  who  may 
'•'■.side  near  them,  and  tin-  bucks  will  sometimes  enter  into  businesy  engagements, 
v.-hicli,  as  a  rule,  they  ob-ervc  with  strict  integrity.  Law  and  good  lU'der  are 
niaiiilained,  and  tne  \ery  exc^  '  it  mounted  police  of  the  N'orlh-West  are  fuilv 
recugi)i;ced  as  the  representatives  of  a  powerful  (ioverniaont,  and  are  aocoidingly 
ul>eyed.  Even  in  the  case  of  an  fniiiau  lieing  taken  into  custody  for  some  iheft, 
ihejr  usual  comnieiit  may  be  familiarly  traii'^lateil  as  '-If  Whiteskin  do  wrong, 
he  punished ;  if  Hedskin  d.)  wrong,  lie  punished  too."  I'he  j>  >wer  anil  stri'Uiy 
impartial  justice  id'  the  law  is  fully  recognised.  At  the  present  nine  we  may  regard 
the  Indians  jis  tlie  peai  et'ul  occupant.s  of  their  own  Iv'sfrve.-,  \sitiiin  wliich  the 
great  inajority  live  quietly,  enjoying  themselves  in  hunting,  sin,  iting  and  'ishii  g. 
Tiie  time  will  no  doubt  conn.'  when  tne  surviveu's  uf  tlv  presi^it  y(,iiiliful  generation 
^vill  become  more  generally  useful  members  of  society.

neral  sclienu,'  of  this  seftleinent  hirgely  corresponds  witli  that  earned  out  upon  the 
Gordon-Cathcart  Settlement— each  family  having  lit'en  asdstv'd  by  a  loan  of  jLIOO, 
viiich  has  been  K-ciued  upon  the  lands  they  h"ld  under  the  Dominion  Govenimenl, 
The  coiieeption  and  organixation  of  this  settk'ment  vtnginated  with  Sir  Francis  do 
v\'iiiton  ami  t!i<  Rev.  llngh  Uuleatt,  vicar  of  St.  Ji>hijV',  Hethnal  (ireen,  London,  the 
colonists  being  chiefly  selected  from  liis  |iopul')uH  iiarish  Tiio  necessary  capital  was 
advanced  for  the  purpose  by  the  Haroness  IJurdett  t'outts  and  other  friends,  and  thua 
1^  fanulies  have  been  successfully  tran  ifrrred  lo  Canada.  During  (he  winter  prece- 
ding their  departure,  the  heads  of  theso  famiher;  received  special  instruction,  inclu- 
ding that  of  an  ambulance  class,  which  has  proved  exceedinszly  useful  t'o  rhem.  Mrs. 
.Id uleatt  also  most  kindly  made  arrangeiiieuts  for  their  being  taught  bread-making 
;ind  a  system  of  coi>king  suitable  for  cidonial  life.  Tliis  instruction  has  iiot')n!y  been 
directly  useful,  but  it  prepared  t!iem  for  learning  many  local  habits  and  practices 
v^hich  would  c>therwisc  have  been  learnt  by  a  dear  experience.  Then  again  ihe  (^-vre 
'aken  of  these  emigrant.s  after  tht^y  \vt're  placed  ujion  tlieir  land-,  and  the  general 
assistance  rendered  to  them  has  been  excejitionally  liberal.  In  fact  all  these  details 
were  only  reasonable  and  proper  requirements  of  the  scheme,  wiiich,  luider  the  cir-

Hitherto,, 
att.'iit'on  han  heen  }.!iven  to  train  them  somewhat  earefolly  in  hahit-^  of  life 
conductive  to  their  fntnr.'  iiro.-{ierity,  and  the  .-iUCcP.-"  .--ecurod  hi\t>  largtdy 
correspond'Ml  with  thi'  care  Neu  hahit"^  of  life  and  now  principles  of  action  cannot 
he  tinnly  planted  in  tho  niind  withont  much  [jcrseverin^  Ciire  and  [jmlonged 
aitentioii.

wi'  niiiy  wisli  this  j^ood  work  every  8nccci?s,  hnl  the  rncawure  of  the  .^uccesy  will  lio 
determined  bv  the  (pmlity  of  the  material  sent,  rather  than  by  the  supply  beiiijr

The  enipiiry  is  oHen  made:  Wbat  capital  is  reqniriid  for  t'arming  land  in  the 
<.'anad;an  North-West,  and  what  rfiurn  may  be  fairly  expectdi  under  good 
m.'uiagemeni  ?  To  this  I  sIkiII  ondeaNor  to  j_dve  a  distinct  re]>ly.  I  have  already 
|.'ivt>n  an  example  (.f  ableb'Mlied  crofters  entering  upon  Kit)  acres  of  land  Hiicces-fiiliy 
w  itli  a  capital  of  £l't.  In  my  Report  of  Odolwr,  1883,  1  gas'e  one  of  many  instances 
of  wiM'kingmen  commencing  to  hoM  IGO  acrt.s  of  land  without  any  capital,  other 
than  their  own  ialxir,  'vliich  th'-y  bargained  awa;-  from  titne  to  time  in  exchange 
for  pionghing,  seeding,  and  harvest  lielp  rendered  iiixm  their  own  land  by  tlieir 
employers.  If  we  extend  the  enijuiry  we  ehall  (ind  every  gradation  of  capital, 
from  that  of  labonr  alone,  up  to  £4  in  casli  per  acre.  A  good  deal  of  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  niilii'.ation  of  small  and  insnfl'''ient  capitals;  but  I  think  it 
a  matter  ;'f  great  im(iortan(re  t"  look  at  the  position  < if  afiiiirs  from  ■wiotber  stand- 
point, find  show  the  manner  in  which  a  full  Junoiint  of  i.'Vt)ital  may  bo  advan- 
tageonsly  employed,  l^efore  doing  so,  I  will  (pioti'  from  the  pni  li.-ihed  liaiid-book.s 
a  stat.-ment  of  p.ccounts  which  is  commonly  adopted  for  showing  the  results  arising

Thciricro.i.«e  in  flio  vahu' of  a  seHlerc  land  slioiild  tiii^o  be  taken  into  account, 
for  any  one  taking  up  a  free  hornes'tead  really  increat^es  his  capital  hy  any  increase 
in  f.lie  value  of  his  land  oausc'!  by  his  own  iniprovotni  tits,  and  by  the  increase  of 
^ettieioent  around  hinj.  It  is  well  known  thai  as  Hcttlcint'iit  proceeds  the  neigli'io\ir- 
uij^  lands  iiKirea-e  in  vahio.  Thii~  we  frequently  llnd  men  of  tin-  cla-'^  seleeling 
frep  homesteads,  iiuprovin:;  tlieiii,  and  iiaviiijj;  seeiiied  their  patents,  ;liev  t^ell  the 
land  witli  considerahie  prolil,  and  n,ij.n'a*e  to  other  free  hotnesitads  wiih  a  (greatly 
enlarj.a'd  capital. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  j;ive  details  of  the  expendilnre  made  upon  three  farina 
of  160,  320  and  (>40  acres  respectively  duriiiji;  the  spriiii;  and  .'-uinniei  of  1^84  by 
iV'od  practical  farnierp,  wIkj  had  prup(  c  capital  at  command.  I  have  added  the 
further  reipiiremcnts  for  eacb  of  tlicMe  farms  tor  implemen: -,  which  accordiii','  to

— suj)porling  themselves  by  the  produce  of  the  land — but  they  continue  to  labour 
year  ill  te:  ye",  r  in  e.iimplefiiii:  tie  ropiirements  of  their  farm.s.

In  fact,  the  jKiint 
to  be  aimed  at  would  be  so  to  divide  certain  si-ctious  of  laud  that  men  could 
gradually  .id vatice  from  4  acre?  to  10  acres,  thence  to  -10  acres,  and  onwards  to  IGO 
acre.-:  j't  ,,i:,y  he  that  this  could  be  better  done  by  the  owners  of  landed  property 
rather  that.  !>y  ;i  Government  scheme,  but  I  have"  Uiore  coufiience  in  the  latter 
than  in  tiic  fomcr.  In  eitlier  ca-e  it  need  not  iTivolve  any  losy,  but  it  n;ay  actually 
be  a  souri:e  oi:  proiif  to  the  landowner,  whilf-t  being  of  immense  advantage  to  lueii 
\slij  lia\e  noncapital  to  commence  with.  These  men  form  a  class  quitt  distinct 
from  tho-e  wii o  have  been  assi^ted  by  loans.  They  chvim  Co'tsiderar,it..n,  because 
at  present  .'hey  art  compelled  to  go  without  land,  or  el^e  lake  up  far  more  thau 
they  want,  thereby  locking  up  lan<i  frotti  met,  of  capital  who  would  make  a  good 
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u.so  of  it.  Wliilst  on  ilio  oijo  liiiiid  it  is  most  i)iiiie.^iraJ)l<*  tluit  laii'l  -^lioiilii  U'  -o 
l;vr^'«>Iy  Ju'ld  by  the?"'  int'ii  il  iw  ol'  llu;  utmost  importunoe  tli;U  Ilifv  hIiouIiI  luive 
Honit'  larnl.  By  tlu^  jx)--'<iH.sioii  i>t'  liinil  every  livlionror  \T<nild  be  able  to  make 
j.ro\i'<ioii  tor  iidvft  'iig  yoari:i,  iiii  I  bi-  ub!e  to  t<('cure  th<'  neceM-^arioH  ani  comfortH 
of  lih- in  old  age  witiiMUt  being  (Ifpcruient  vipon  any  one.  I"  accoinplixii  tluH  objoft 
n  lH'l(Jor  is  iiPoded,  by  whicl\  men  can  advanci'  stop  by  ^i«p  fr-jtii  h.iving  very 
Hiimll  [.irni.s  to  larger  iioidiag'^  of  iaml,  just  as  tlicir  poworst  iticrfa.'-c  fur  ii-ing  them 
ad'vantagt'oii.-ly. 


Villagt?  s<»ttl('^lent^■  capable  of  meeting  these  varied  requireriient.-  will  be 
moHt  Kiu'oeSHliil  if  they  arc  dottcil  about  the  country  ammigi^t  farms  held  bv  men 
of  capital.  They  nliould  not  l»e  grouped  olo.sely  togetlnr.  In  fact  these  vdlag<;H 
miijlit  ui.ll  be  made  the  centres  of  a  properl}-  organized  ocuupacion  of  the  land,  siich 
as  1  have  prepared  plans*  for,  in  which  emjiluyer.-^  may  be  grouped  around  villages 
of  nro-pcroiui,  well-tci-do  workuien.  The  arraiigeuients  of  llie-ie  village  settlementti 
will  be  largely  determined  by  local  reipiiremetUs,  which  cannot  .be  dealt  with  in 
detail  on  this  occasion.  There  are,  however,  cv-rlain  important  rcijtiiremente  whiiiii 
.should  be  provided,  besides  the  laiid  re<piired  for  each  villager.  Within  these  village 
settlements  there  bhould  be  a  village  green,  as  nearly  central  as  possible,  which 
should  be  i>trmaneiuly  reserveii  fur  pi.'blic  u.sef,  such  as  ih(>  erection  of  schools, 
churche;-',  and  for  bke  purposes.  Arrangenieits  tnich  a.'^  tlicsc  would  also  ''nabh  a 
workman  iiot  only  tn  engage  in  farm  work,  but  if  he  had  any  other  trade  he  could 
ofcen  uLili/;e  this  svitli  advantage.  1  rem>'mber  jiieeling  on  the  open  prairi'-  an 
assisted  seltKr,  who  had  been  a  black>»mith  b'fore  he  went  upoii  the  land,  and  he 
<'.icpres.-;ed  to  me  his  re^jri't  at  Ijeiiig  located  eight  or  ten  miles  away  from  any 
regularly  .■settled  land.  1/niler  othi*r  circuinstumu.'B  lie  wouM  have  earned  many  a 
pound  for  himself,  and  have  been  specially  useful  to  farmers  around  him.  Village 
settlenicnt>,  such  a^  1  jiropose,  would  -ecnre  for  a  prudently  si-lected  emigrant 
workman  a  comfortable  and  happy  home,  with  steady  enii)loyment,  education  and 
medical  care  for  his  familv,  opportunities  t'or  Sunday  services,  the  advantages  of 
ussociati'in  with  friends,  and  the  further  euiivunience  of  havim;  stores  near  at  hand 
."or  the  i)urchase  an.l  sale  of  food  supplies  and  other  necessarifs  ;  and  !a-t,  but  not 
least,  his  land  w>uld  give  iiim  a  reliable  and  plentiful  mipp'.v  of  ^ood  fix>d  for  his 
familv. 
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r  have  already  made  reference  to  the  desirability  of  land  being  occupied  by 
men  of  ciipital,  and  under  more  orij^aniiced  eystems  of  :-'ettleinent..  Many  and 
great  advantages  would  result  fnim  the  adoption  of  prudently  concerted  arrange- 
luents.  Much  of  the  objection  which  is  feit  against  emigration  may  be  traced  to 
the  breakii.g  up  of  old  as.soc.iatious,  which  niiglit  be  largely  avoided  if  L;roups  of 
friends  were  located  near  to  each  other.  Instoai  of  a  man  emigrating  alouc, 
there  is  i!o  reason  why  he  .should  not  make  himself  one  of  a  group  having  kindred 
rerpiirements,  and  who  would  establisli  an  agreeable  associaUou  amongst  them- 
Belve.s  wjien  th''y  reach  a  new  colony.  As  it  is  we  to?)  often  see  a  licitler  drifting 
about  unii'T  the  coiulicting  advice  of  interested  jier.suiis,  until  isome  [lurely  acci- 
dental circ'unsiance  induced  him  to  Heciire  a  certain  section  of  land,  and  often 
without  a.  fvHvnd  t(.i  heJp  him  he  prepares  himself  for  "  roughing  it."  h  is  pro- 
bable that  he  then  sets  himself  to  work  to  get  a  lo.^  hut  built,  and  tiirough  hi.s 
entire  ignorance  of  the  district  hi:  usually  pays  two  or  three  times  as  much  as  he 
need  have  done.  After  all  lu-  Hfcures- accommodation  remarkably  .suited  for  the 
so-called  process  of  "  roughing  it."  Having  secured  a  nueerable  residence,  w  ith 
equal  v/ant  of  forethought  lie  tiien  .seeks  for  a  water  supply,  and  a  failun^  in  tlie  first 
attem()t  is  frequent,  HLimetimes  also  in  the  necond  trial,  a  very  fitting  intro<biction  to 
a  bad  bvstem  i.>f  domestic  arrangements.
